The Chinese Communist com- 
mand in Tibet reported yester- 
day it is “now in control of the 
vast area south of the Tsangpo 
River and north of the Hima- 
laya Mountains.” 


In ite first detailed report on 
the military campaign against 
the Khamba rebels the Commu- 
nist high command said that in 
more than 10 days of fighting 
it had captured “a vast number 
of villages, crushed the rebel 
forces who had taken up posi- 
tions In the various places and 
killed, wounded or took prison- 
er nearly 2,000 rebels.” 

It said that by the morning 
of April 21 “all the key points 
in the border area of the Loka 
area afid in the northern 
ranges of the Himalaya Moun- 
tains are now completely under 
the control of our Army.” 


The Loka area is the main 
rebel base southeast Lhasa— 
south of the iver and 


north of the Himalaya Mouwn- 
taims. Tt is Tibet's border area 
with India and Bhutan. 

It added that “a part of re- 
bellious elements fied to India.” 

The Army’s statement was is- 
sued by the New China News 
Agency monitored here. 

It said that “only a few re 
mnant bandits have fled to re- 
mote mountainous areas,” and 


added, “with the active support | nese 


of the Tibetan people in those 
localities, the troops are con- 
tinuing to hunt out and mop 
up the scattered remnants of 
the rebels. The remnants will 
be wWiped out in the near 
future.” 

The Army claimed to have 
captured more than 30 admin- 
istrative units, called dzong and 
chi “south of the T 
River, east of Gyantse, north of 
the Himalaya Mountains and 
west of Tsela Dzong.” 

The Tibetan rebellion broke 
Into full violence March 10. 
But the communique revealed 
that the Red Chinese had not 
been able to mount an assault

The new Orient and Pacific

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Service Inaugurated With Arrival 


Of S.S. Himalaya in Yokohama 


The arrival in Yokohama of 
the S.S. Himalaya of the P. & O. 
Line yesterday formally opened 
the long-awaited Orient & Pa- 
cific service in the Pacific area 
linking major cities in the 
Orient, Australia and the United 
States west coast with Burope 
through the joint efforts of two 
leading shipping lines in the 
United Kingdom. 

The 27,955-ton Himalaya is the 
first Orient and Pacific Lines’ 
ship to arrive in Japan via the 
United States west coast and 
Australia from London on the 
0. & P. Lines’, new service. 

“Orient & ifie Lines” is 
the name of a joint service 
formed by the P & O Company 
and her associate the Orient 
Line, to operate in the Pacific 
area. The resources of the two 
were combined because firstly, 
both mana ts were con 
vineed that the Pacific offers a 
tremendous potential in an area 
which is one of the last great 
frontiers of touriem. Secondly, 
the resources of both companies 
were needed to extend the link 
that the Orient Line had devel 

between Australia and 
orth America, to include 
Japan. 

n this way, triangular voy- 
ages (North America/Austraiia/ 
Japan) become ible and 
these combined with the oppor- 


tunities offered by the lines’ ex- 
isting services between Europe 
and the Far East via Suez, and 
North America via Panama, of- 
fer a flexibility in travel, unri- 
valed anywhere. . 


The name Orient & Pacific 
Lines was arranged for the con- 
venience of promoting this joint 
venture in the Pacific area, but 
at the same time, the ships of 
both companies used in the 
Pacific will maintain their nor- 
mal company identities.

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‘Denny-Brown ’ Stabilizers 
Assure Passengers’ Comfort

All the ships of the Orient 
and Pacific Lines fleet are fit- 
ted with stabilizers. This in- 
genious Invention has made a 
rolling ship a thing of the past 
and as a result the comfort of 
the company’s passengers is as- 
sured during the roughest 
weather. 

The P & O 24,000-ton pas- 
senger liner Chusan was the 
pioneer of the use of stabilizers 
in a ship of her size, and when 
she came into service in 1950 
her “Denny-Brown” stabilizers 
were one of her most interest- 
ing features, 

The success of their installa- 
tion was immediately noticeable 
on her trials when, to test the 
stabilizers, the Chusan made 
two runs on a calm sea. On 
the first, the Chusan was made 
to roll steadily at about 34 de- 


from side to side by set-- 


ting the stabilizers into reverse. 
She was then allowed to come 
out of the roll naturally. Then 
on a second run the process was 
repeated but, when the ship had 
been made to roll in the same 
way as before, by putting the 
stabilizers into action in the 
normal way, the roll was stop- 
ped immediately. 

The Chusan’'s stabilizers con- 
sist of two composite fins, one 
on each side of the ship. In 
action these fins project from 
the hull at about the position 
of the bilge keel and just for- 
' Ward of the boiler room. The 
fins are withdrawn into hous- 
ings within the hull of the ship 
when not in use and are only 


extended if sea conditions cause 
the ship to roll. 

The fins are small by com- 
parison with the effect. The fin 
is a composite structure con- 
sisting of a main fin and a tail 
fin. The tail fin has an angular 
movement in the same direction 
as the main fin but of greater 
magnitude. It has been proved 
that a fin of this design pro- 
duces a lifting movement equal 
to that given by a plain fin of 
the hydroplane type twice the 
size. 


The composite fin is mounted 
horizontally on a shaft In much 
the same way as a rudder is 
mounted vertically and the axis 
of the shaft is so arranged that 
the fins are practically balanc- 
ed. Also they are so controlled 
that their angular movements 
are equal and opposite and the 
angle of each fin is reversed 
every time — ship alters the 
her roll. 

The fin movements are con- 
trolled by two gyroscopes; one, 
a velocity gyro with its axis 
athwartships, respo 
speed of the roll and the other, 
a vertical gyro which measures 
the list of the ship. The gyros 
decide the actual time or roll 

ition when the fins have to 
tilted and also the amount 
of tilt to be applied to the fins. 


When the ship is running in- 
to weather rough enough to 
cause her to roll, the Officer on 
Watch presses a button that 
gives a signal to the Engineer 
Officer on Watch. This signal 
sounds a bell and illuminates 
the “Start Stabilizer” panel. 
The gyros and pumps are start- 
ed and, as soon as they are up 
to the required speed, the en- 
gineer presses a button which 


lights up a “Stabilizer Ready” 
panel on the bridge. On receipt 
of this signal the fins are ex- 
tended by means of a switch. 


The whole operation takes 
about three minutes, at the end 
of which the fins are out In a 
horizontal position. They can 
now be brought ufder gyro con- 
trol by means of a switch, after 
which the operation is entirely 
automatic. 

The “Denny-Brown” scheme 
is not based on an entirely new 
idea. In 1898 a Mr. Wilson, a 
chemist of Stirling, Scotland, 
took out a patent proposing to 
install in a ship oscillating fins 
placed on each side to damp 
out rolling and also at the bow 
and stern to damp out pitching. 
As far as is known, his patent 
=< never applied to any vVes- 

Over the years many patents 
with the same genefal idea 
were taken out, but the 
application to a ship prior to 
the advent of the “Denny- 
Brown” installation was made 
in Japan to the designs of Dr. 

otora. 


Results obtained with this ap- 
paratus were limited and fur- 
ther research was needed. The 
Japanese engineers were un- 
able at the time to provide the 
means necessary to produce the 
rapid fin movement which was 
essential for success, particular- 
ly for any ship rolling for a 
short period. But progress had 
been made and the search for 
a perfect antirolling ship was 
pursued with greater enthu- 
siasm than ever. 

Between the two wars, Brown 
Bros, continued to search for 
the ideal and, as a result of 
close collaboration with the

The first of the seven vessels 
to be fully air-conditioned was 
the Orient Line Orcades, which 
left London in March bound for 
Vancouver and San Francisco 
on the South Pacific voyage. 

Of the P & O fleet, Arcadia 
will be undergoing alterations 
at Harland & Wolff of Belfast 
during April, May and the first 
half of June.

Japan's foreign currency re- 
serve yesterday broke through 
the $1,000 million barrier for the 
first time since the end of the 
war, according to the Finance 
Ministry. 


The foreign currency pool in- 
creased by $26 million from Ap- 
ril 1 wntil vesterday. 


Ministry officials indicated 
that the favorable foreign cur 
rency situation has been at- 
tributable to the. continuation 
of bilackink figures in the inter- 
national account, 


They predicted that the for- 
eign currency holdings may 
vary between $1,006 million 
and $1,007 million at the end 
of the month, showing another 
new postwar high. 

The sources also the 
nation’s exports for April to 
reach $220 million and imports 
$190 million. 


Paris Bank Lowers 
Its Discount Rate 


PARIS (AP)—The Bank of 
France Thursday lowered its 
discount rate from 4.25 to 4 per 
cent. It was another sign of 
France's steady economic re 
covery. 

The decision came after an 
announcement that France's 
exports last month had been 
higher than imports for the 
first time in many years. 

The Bank of France's deci- 
sion to lower the discount 
rate will make investments and 
credits easia9n. French econo 
mists are apparentiy convinced 
the inflation threat: has decreas- 
ed.

submission to the U.S. Govern, 
ment, 

It also proposed that an 
American lawyer be hired in 
New York to explain the situa- 
tion to the U.S. Government. 

According to Japanese busi- 
nese circles in New York, ex- 
port to the U.S. of Japanese 
steel products has markedly 
risen recently. 

They pointed out that Japan 
exported some 250,000 tons of 
steel products to the U.S. last 
year, amounting second only to 
Belgian exports. 


Hearings Ended 

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Tariff’ Commission 
Wednesday ended public hear- 
ings on U.S. imports of stainless 
steel flatware. 

It heard a plea from Japanese 
producers that they should be 
allowed to continue to restrict 
their shipments voluntarily to 
the American market to a total 
annually of 5,500,000 dozen 
pieces. 

The commission ordered that 
final briefs be submitted by 
Wednesday. Counsel for the 
U.S. producers said they did not 
think that final ex pressions 
were necessary in the proceed- 
ing, but Hajima William Tana- 
ka, for the Japan Export Metal 
Flatware Industry Association 
of Tsubame, and counsel for the 
European importers said that 
important legal questions had 
been raised to which they 
wanted to reply. 

Kenko Namba of the Tsubame 
Trade Association did not testify 
at the hearing.

Both the Finance and the In- 
ternational Trade and Industry 
Ministry agreed yesterday to 
permit resumption of exports 
to Argentina under the deferred 
payment formula with some 
revisions. 


Exports under this formula to 


Argentina have been suspended 
since last June. 


to resume exports on condition 
that export values do not exceed 
Japan's present trade credit of 
$86 million to Argentina. 


Trade officials pointed out that 
as the Latin-American country 
repays some $12 million each 
year, exports under the defer 
red payment formula will be re 
sumed to the amount equivalent 
to the sum refunded. 

The sources said under the 
deferred payment formula trad- 
ers will be able to conclude $50 
million to $60 million export 
contracts immediately.

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NATO's Defenses 


Moscow appears to be working up another propaganda 
campaign in preparation for the foreign ministers con- 
ference next month. In a note handed to the American am- 
bassador in Moscow y it was said the United States 
could torpedo that conference by going ahead With NATO 
defense measures. 

A protest was also made directly to the West German 
Government warning it against arming the Bundeswehr 
with nuclear weapons. This latter protest is reported to 
have been rejected in Bonn by the government and opposi- 
tion parties of the Federal Republic as a possible move to 
shift responsibility for any failure at the May conference 
on to the West German Government. 


The U.S. State Department takes the view that the So 
viet Government is seeking to get the Western powers to 
discontinue the defense measures they have undertaken 
against the threat posed by Soviet armed might and its 
efforts to achieve this goal can only be regarded as com- 
pletely hypocritical as long as Soviet Russia itself fails to 
indicate its willingness to engage in controlled disarma- 
ment. 

Any over-all scheme of controlled disarmament, how- 
ever, continues to be coldshouldered by the Russians, and 
mere vague references to the stillborn Rapacki Plan or some 
other plan of partial “disengagement” are all that have 
ee ee one oF Oe Iron Curtain in recent 
months. 

It is questionable whether even in these matters the 
Communist bloc is sincere. The suggestion that the West- 
ern powers should leave a wide belt of territory in Central 
Burope “neutral,” or in other words unprotected by NATO 
defenses, in exchange for some drawing back of Russian 
troops within the satellite states is undoubtedly put forward 
in order to gain some strategic advantages; the Russian 
forces could be easily advanced again at any time Moscow 
found it desirable while the West would have given up 
positions of defense and the advantages that go with them. 
Nor would the Russians be likely to withdraw their forces 
where there would be political consequences unfavorable to 
the Communist cause. It seems only too clear that the Rus- 
sians consistently seek not only to preserve their postwar 

ins but to develop fresh vantage points that will favor 
ommunist expansionism at some future date. 


The foreign ministers conference is not a disarmament 
conference, but we realize that it would have more chance 
of success if those taking part could meet with some agreed 
measures for reduction of the opposing military forces to 
lay on the table. Unfortunately, we do not see much chance 
of this. The Russians still claim the right to bristle with 
armaments of all sorts while they challenge every defense 
epereson of the free nations—in Europe and elsewhere.

On the contrary, indus- 
try as a whole will certainly be- 
come overequipped, if some 
businessmen operate on their 
own and increase their ulp- 
ment by 15 or 20 per cent. Past 


‘records show that cases of over- 


investment were caused by this 
second reason than by the first 
one of erroneous planning. Ex- 
cessive competition is a major 
characteristic of all aspects of 
Japanese economy from raw 
material purchase to production 
and sales. This would make it 
all the more difficult to volun- 
tarily regulate equipment in- 
vestments. 
Harbors Dangers 

While excessive competition 
brings about various evils, ex- 
cessive. restriction of competi- 
tion harbors the danger of curb- 
ing fair and just competition. 

Another thing to watch out 
for in voluntary adjustment of 
equipment investments is that 
the speedy modernization of in- 
Custrial equipment should not 
be impeded. 

a investments are 
roughly divided into two—those 
for increasé of production and 
those for modernization of facil- 
ities; The former in some cases 
may need t> be checked. But 
it is always undesirable to curb 
the latter. Equipment invest- 
ments for modernization 
be pushed ahead even if they 
require scrapping of old equip- 
ment. In this regard, considera- 
tions must be made, not only 
as to amount’ but the kind of 
equipment.

This is the latest edition of an 
annual publication which gives 
a mass of useful information re 
garding the newspapers and the 
radio and television facilities of 
Japan. 

The ‘Nihon Shimbun Kyokai 
has, since its foundation in July 
1946, consistently endeavored to 
raise the ethical standards of 
this country’s mass communica- 
tions industry and tq protect its 
common interests. e associa- 
tion’s member organizations 
totaled 127 as of February last 
and they include all leading 
newspapers, news agencies and 
radio and_ television stations in 
Japan. Radio and TV companies 
total 18 and the number is 
steadily on the increase. 


We learn that in actual cir- 
culation of newspapers Japan 
stands second only to the Unit- 
ed States in the world today. 
Out of the 94 papers that belong 
to the Nihon Shimbun Kyokai, 
four—Asahi, Mainichi, Yomiuri 
and Sankei—are national papers 
and the rest prefectural and 
provincial papers. The fact 


that only four national papers 


account for almost half of the 
total circulation is a phenome- 
non peculiar to Japan.

JRC-N. Korea Talks 


The Japan-North Korea Red 
Cross conference has so far 
been deadlocked, but there was 
some indications of compromise 
at the session resumed on April 
21. It seems that the Japanese 
side has succeeded in making 
the Korean side understand 
what Japan means by “ascer- 
taining the will of Koreans” 
whether they wish to return 
to North Korea. In other 
words, the Korean side seems 
to have understood that the 
Japanese side does not mean 
“selection” of those who desire 
to go back to North Korea by 
ascertaining the will. It is still 
impossible to become optimistic 
about the future of the present 
Geneva talks.

South American Trade 

Such Government agencies as 
International Trade and In- 
dustry, Foreign and Finance 
ministries are wracking their 
brains to break through the 
deadiock in trade with Brazil 
and Argentina. Japan's exports 
of machinery and plant equip- 
ment to the two countries have 
come to a standstill because of 
their shortage of foreign cur- 
rency. One of the plans to 
break through the deadlock is 
for Japan to postpone its col- 
lection of $25,500,000 Brazil owes 
this country in the trade ac. 
count which Brazil is required 
to pay during the period of May 
to December. Consideration 
is also being given to permitting 
exports to Argentina despite 
that country’s $86 million trade 
debt. The postponement of 
debt collections, however, is not 
considered the final solution of 
the issue. The Government is 
urged to be cautious on the Is-

In a directive marked “For 
official use only,” Secretary 
the Army Wilber Brucker has 
staked a claim op outer space 
for the Army. 

“The interest of the U5. 
Army In space is clearly es 
tablished,” he contended, “as a 
result of its primary combat 
function, its assigned mission in 
air defense, and necessary sup- 
porting functions. Each of these 
develops immediate require- 
ments for functional assistance 
from the performance of satel- 
lites and space vehicles.” 

He pointed out that the 
Army “has a capability in mis- 
sile development unique not 
only in the United States but in 
the Free World . .. From this 
missile capability has emerged 
a demonstrated comparable 
capability in the field of space 
research and development and 
operations. This space capabill- 
ty is a part of the whole of the 
US. Army and _ inseparable 
therefrom.” 

Brucker acknowledged, how- 
ever, that space is too big even 
for the army to claim as its ex- 
clusive domain. Defining space 
as “a new largely unknown 
medium which transcends the 
exclusive interest of any serv- 
ice,” he declared that “the 
army's interest in space should 
be fully recognized but sub- 
ordinated to the larger interests 
of the nation.” :

Shimomura believes that the 
present Japanese economy has 
a considerably strong capacity 
for wth.
